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THE WARBURGS-AN 
AMJERICAN SUCCESS ! 
STORY € J 

In the 1890s, two young gentlemen leisurely toured 
Europe, stopping at the fashionable resorts and as- 
tonishing the impoverished aristocracy by the amount 
of money they spent. These were members of the new. 
ruling class of Europe, Paul and Felix Warburg, sons 
of the powerful Jewish banker M. JM. Warburg of 
Hamburg, German representative of the Rothschilds. 
After they had completed their Grand Tour, the young 
gentlemen were employed in Paris and London bank- 
:ing houses and then migrated to America. They played 
a considerable part in the subsequent history of this 
country, although they have been extremely reticent 
about their own importance, and, indeed, have, con- 
cealed their influence as mu^i as possible. ' 

Felix Warburg arrived in New York in 1898, and 
became a partner in the banking house of Kuhn, Loeb 
Company, the American representatives of the Roths- ■ 
childs. Kuhn, Loeb specialized in railroad properties, 
and, according to Department of Commerce figures, 
controlled sixty-four per cent of all railroad mileage 
in the United States^ iii 1900. This figure dppped to 
a mere forty-one per cent by 1939. The breakdown of 
Jewish control of the United States in 1900 was J. P. 
Morgan and. Kuhn,- Loeb, ninety-three per cent of 
American railroad mileage; Speyer & Co., New York 
■real estate and South American minerals; J & W 
Seligman, sugar and public utilities; August Belmont 
(Schoenberg), New York subways, and LazardTreres, 
gold and silver, specializing in international gold 
movements. These Jewish banking houses also held 
important directorships in American heavy industry;' 
Kuhn, Loeb controlling such properties as Western 
Union, Westinghouse Electric & Manufacturing Co., 
■U. S. Rubber, and International Telephone & Tele- 
graph. 



In 1902, Paul Warburg "arrived in the UniTed States, 
and became a partner iirKuhn, Loeb .Co. at a salary 
of five hundred thousand dollars a year. He married 
Xina Loeb. Brother Felix married' Frieda Schiff, the 
daughter of Jacob Schiff, financier of the Russian 
Revolution in 1917 and senior partnre of Kuhn, Loeb 
Co. Schiff had put up E. H. Harriman as a front to 
secure for Kuhn, Loeb the vast Union Pacific Railroad 
properties then held by the United States Government. 
iOtto Kahn and Harriman were later prosecuted for 
!this conspiracy and convicted, but the Supreme Court- 
; reversed the verdict,- proving, then as now, that the 
Supreme Court never judges against a Jewish banker. 
'Harriman's sons, E. R. and .W. A. Harriman,. have been 
prominent "in the State Department; W. A. Harriman 
having been our unofficial Secretary of State for' some 
years. 

Despite his huge salary, Paul Warburg paid little 
attention to the business of Kuhn, Loeb . Company. 
■Instead, he spent much of his tihie writing and lectur- 
ing on the subject of banking reform, and was prob- 
ably the wealthiest writer on economics we have ever 
known. He was a member of the secret party on Jekyl 
Island, Georgia, in November, 1911, where the Aldrich 
Plan was written. This Plan was later passed by Con- 
'gress as the Federal Reserve Act of 1913. There is a 
great deal of documentation on Paul Warburg's ac- 
.tivities on behalf of the Act. He spent most of 1913 in 
Washington, exerting pressure on Congress to pass the 
: Owen-Glass Bill, later called the Federal Reser\'e Act, 
.which would give international Jewish bankers com- 
:plete control of the financial re.<:6urces of the United 
States. Colonel Edward M. House, the unofficial 
President of the United States during Woodrow Wil- 
son's two administrations, • and international Roths- 
child agent, wrote' in his memoirs, "The Intimate 
Papers of Colonel House":

espionage was perfected by the Rothschilds during the 
nineteentli century). We- had the amusing situation of 
Paul Warburg in djarge of American finance whil? 
brother Max -was in charge of German finance, at a 
time Tvheo the two nations were at war with each other, 
but such things never seem to bother international- 
bankers. Numerous charges were made against Paul 
Warburg regarding his brother's position. He resigned 
in May, 1917, after we had been at ^va^ for more than 
a year. The New York Times stated that he had left 
public service because of criticism arising from the fact 
that his brother was in the Swiss. Secret Service. The 
U. .3. Naval Secret Sewice Re^rt of December 12, 
1918, is as follows: 

"WARBURG, P.\TJL: German, naturalized Ameri- 
can citizen 1911, was decorated by the Kaiser 1912, 
was chairman of the Federal Reserve Board,- handled 
large sums furnished by German bankers (M. M. War- 
burg & Co.)- for Lenin and Trotsky. Has a brother who 
is leader of the espionage system of Germany." 

Paul Warburg continued to dominate the Federal 
Reserve System as President of the Federal Advisory 
Council, a group of bankers which met with tHe Board 
and passed on all of its decisions. His place on the 
Board of Governors ' was taken by Albert Strauss, 
partner in .tlie international banking house of J & \}' 
SeUgman. We were fortunate to secure the services of 
so many experienced bankers for the low-paying posi- 
tion of Governor of the Federal Reserve Board. 

The nation's largest owners of railroa;^s, Kuhn, 
Loeb Co., protected its interests by ordering Woodrow 
Wilson to set up a United States Railroad Administra- 
tton dtiring the First World War.

A RABBI SPEAKS! 

fORETEUS GOmU DOOM 



END OF WHITE RACE PLANNED WITH MONGRELIZATION, END OF CHRISTIANIH DECREED 

By RABBI EMANUEL RABINOVICH - REPUBLISHED BY BEQUEST 



The following is a speech of Rabbi Eman- 
uel Rabinovich before a special meeting of 
the Emergency Council of European Rabbis 
in Budapest, Hungary, January 12, 1952: 

"Greetings, My children! You have been 
called here to recapitulate the principal 
steps of our new program. As you know, 
we had hoped to have twenty years be- 
tween wars to consolidate the great gains 
which we made from World War " II, but 
our increasing numbers in certain vital 
areas is arousing opposition to us, and we 
must now work with evexy means at our 
disposal to precipitate World War III 
within five years. 

The goal for which we have striven so 
concertedly for three thousand years is at 
last within our reach, and because its ful- 
fillment is so apparent, it behooves lis to 
increase our efforts and our caution ten- 
fold.' -I can safey promise you that before 
ten years have passed, our race will take 
its rightful place in the world, with every 
Jew a King and every Gentile a slave! 
(applause from the gathering). You remem- 
ber the success of our propaganda campaign 
during the 1930's, which aroused anti-Amer- 
ican passions in Germany at the same time 
we were arousing anti-German passions in 
America, a campaign which culminated in 
the Second World War. A similar propa- 
ganda campaign is now being waged inten- 
sively throughout the 'world. A war fever 
is being worked up in Russia by an inces- 
sant anti-American barrage, while a nation 
v.'lde anti-Communist scare is sweeping 
America. This campaign is forcing all of 
the smaller nations to choose between the 
partnership of Rusxia or an alliance with 
the United Stales. 

Our most pressing problem at the mo- 
ment is to inflame tlie lagging militaristic 
spirit of the Americans. (The failure of 
the Universal Military Training Act was a 
gruat setback to our plans, but wo are as- 
sured that a suitable measure will be 
rushed through Congress immediately attor 
llie 19,o2 elections). The Russian, as well 
as tho Asiatic pcjplos, are well under con- 
trol, and offer no objections to war, but we 
must wait to secure the Americans. This 
we hope to do with the issue of anti-Semi- 
tism, which worked so well in uniting the 
Americans against Germany. 

(We are counting heavily on reports of 
anti-Semitic outrages in Russia to whip up 
iivi;gnali«n in the United States and prod- 
uce H front of solidarity against the Soviet 



power. Simultaneously, to demonstrate to 
Americans, the reality of anti-Semitism, we 
will advance through new sources large 
sums of inoney to outspokenly anti-Semitic 
elements in America to increase their ef- 
fectiveness, and we shall stage anti-Semitic 
outbreaks in several of their largest cities. 
This will serve the double purpose of ex- 
posing reactionary sectors in America; 
which then can be silenced, and of welding 
the United States into- a devoted anti- Rus- 
sian unit.) ■ 

Within five years, this program will 
■ achieve its objective, the Third World War, 
which will surpass in destruction all pre- 
vious contests. Israel, of course will re- 
main neutral, and when both sides are de- 
vastated and exhausted, we will arbitrate, 
sending oiir Control Coihmission into all of 
the wrecked countries. This war will end 
for all time our struggle against the- Gen- 
tiles, We will openly reveal our identity 
with the races of Asia and Africa. I can 
state with assurance that the last genera- 
tion of white children is now being born. 
Our Control Commissions will, in the int- 
erests of peace and wiping out inter-racial 
tensions, forbid the whites to mate with 
whites. The white women must cohabit 
with members of the dark races, and the 
white men with black women. Thus the 
white race will disappear, for mixing the 
dark with the white means the end of the 
white man, and our most dangerous enemy 
will become only a memory. We shall em- 
bark upon an era of ten thousand years of 
peace and plenty, the Pax Judaica, and our 
racer will rule undisputed over the earth. 
Our superior intelligence will -easily enable 
us to retain mastery over a world of dark 
peoples. 

(Question from gathering): 'Rabbi Rabin- 
ovich, what about the various religions 
after the Third World War?" 

No More Religions 

RABINOVICH: There will be no more 
religions. Not only would the existence of 
a priest class remain a constant danger to 
our rule, but belief in an after-life would 
give spiritual strength to irreconcilable ele- 
ments in many countries, and enable them 
to resist us. Wc will, however retain the 
rituals and customs of Judiasm as the mark 
of our hereditary ruling caste, strengthen- 
ing our racial laws so that no Jew will be 
allowed to marry outside our race, nor will 
any stranger be accepted by us. 



Will Sacrifice Their Own People 

We may have to repeat the grim days o£ 
World War II when we were forced to let 
the Hitlerite bandits sacrifice soirc of our 
people, in order that we may Have ade- 
quate documentation and witnesses to 
legally justify our trial and execution of 
the leaders of An^ric»-i»d..Jau«sia, a^_w«r 
crimhials, after we have dictated the pieace. 
I am sure you will need little preparation 
for such a duty, for sacrifice has always 
been the watchword of our people, and the 
death of a few thousand Jews in exchange 
for world leadership is indeed a small price 
to pay. 

To convince you of the certainty of that 
leadership, let me point out to- you how 
we have turned all of the inventions of the 
white man into weapons against him. Hii 
printing presses and radios are the mouth 
pieces of our desires, and- his heavy indus- 
try manufactures the instruments which he 
sends out to arm Asia and Africa against 
him. Our interests in Washington are 
greatly extending the Point Four program 
for developing industry in backward areai 
of the world so that after the industrial 
plants and cities of Europe and America 
are destroyed by atomic warfare, the 
whites can offer no resistance against the 
larger masses of the dark races, who will 
maintain an uncnallenged technological 
superiority. 

And so, with the vision of world victory 
before you, go back to your countries and 
intensify your good work, until that ap- 
proaching day when Israel will reveal her- 
self in all her glorious destiny as the Light 
of the World!" ' 

(This transcription of Rabinovich's speech 
was given mo by a former Bulgarian diplo- 
mat who broke with the Communist re- 
gime and reached Budapest, Hungary, 
where he hid out with anti-Communist 
friends until March. While there, he ob- 
tained a copy of this speech, and was then 
smuggled to Hamburg, Germany, finally 
making his way to this country.

That this plan is being scrupu- 
lously carried out is revealed by 
a front-page story in the New 
York Times of November 23, 1952, 
headlined "The Real Anti-Jewish 
Drive", Special to the New York 
Times from Tel Aviv, Israel, Nov. 
22nd. 

"A high-ranking Israel Govern- 
ment official said today. 'The Cze- 
choslovak -Communist authorities 
have obviously decided to go the 
limit in exploiting the latent anti- 
Semitism of the Czechoslovak 
people. These Communists are try- 
ing to identify their enemy with 
the Jews. They have started a 
real anti-Jewish campaign. This 
is the real internal significance 
of the Slansky trial.' He said a 
report had been received through 
diplomatic channels that last 
Thursday police surrounded a kos- 
her restaurant in Prague and ar- 
rested all persons inside on the 
ground that the place was a Zion- 
ist cell." 

Come, come, Tel Aviv! If you 
expect to arouse the indignation 
of America, you will have to do 
better than that. This stuff about 
the anti-Semitism of the kosher 
government of Russia is really 
hard to swallow. The brutal old 
Jewess, Anna Pauker, who was 
retired recently to live comfort- 
ably on the millions she swindled 
out of the Roumanian people, was 
played up by the Western press 
as evidence of the anti-Semitism 
of the Politburo.

We have written considerably 
about Paul Warburg. We will 
only mention here that he re- 
signed when it became precar- 
ious for him to carry on longer 
as head of the Federal Reserve 
due to his German connections, 
He had been decorated by t h e 
Kaiser in 1912 and a bro"ther of 
his was head of the Kaiser's 
Secret Service. A striking ex- 
ample of the International rami- 
fications which mocked the pre- 
tenses under which nations 
(struggled and bled, and millions 
were slaughtered on the field of 
Ijattle. 

The vastly expanded indus- 
tries in war were under the con- 
trol of a man who it was said 
had never seen the inside of a 
factory.

KOREA TO PROTECT THEIR INTERESTS 



Beverly Smith, Washington editor of the Saturday 
Evening Post, publishes in its issue if: November 10, 
1951, what we may take as the official propaganda ver- 
sion of "Why We Went To War in Korea." Oddly 
enough Bevery Smith has the same educational back- 
ground as Alger Hiss, and A.B. degree from Johns 
Hopkins University and a law degree from Harvard 
Law School. Smith has the further advantage of 
being a Rhodes Scholar (Cecil Rhodes' South African 
Empire was financed by the English Rothschilds, 
and in gratitude he set up his fortune to educate 
Americans in the Zionist plan of world empire). As 
a Jlhodes Scholar, Beverly Smith became adept at 
the art of betraying America, and became a Wall 
Street lawyer with "the form of Chadbourne, Hunt, 
notorious international bankers. With his education, 
Jaeckel, and Brown, representing some of the more 
however, he decided to employ h;s talents as a 
profesional propagandist, and brcame a foreign cor- 
respondent for the New York Herald. Tribune, noted 
for the number of Communist sympathizers in its 
employ. 

Smith's account of our commitment to Korea 
does give the names of the U.S. Government officials 
involved, biit he fails to give their background, an 
omission which we wish to correct here. Our Ambas- 
sador to Korea preceding and during the outbreak of 
war was John Muccio, and alien born in Italy who be- 
came a naturalized American citizen when he was 
well past his maturity. According to Smith, on June 
24th, 1950, Muccio wired the U.S. State Department 
of the crisis, and the officials directly concerned 
assembled to discuss the moves directly concerned 
States. They were Dean Rusk, the Assistant Secretary 
for Far Eastern Affairs, John Dewey Hickerson, the 
Assistant Secretary for United Nations Affairs, and 
Philip C. Jessup, our Ambassador-at-large. . 

Rhodes Scholar Dean Rusk had been in charge 
of United .Nations Affairs in the State Department 
until the matter of setting up the Korean War de- 
manded a good man, when he was put in charge of 
Far Eastern Affairs. John Dewey Hickerson had been 
' a member of the infamous United States Delegation 
to the United Nations at San Francisco in 1945. The 
Secretary-General of that Delegation, the Communist 
! spy and traitor Alger Hiss, is now in prison. Hicker- 

! son was also on the advisory committee on inter- 

1 national law for Harvard Law School. 
i Philip C. Jessup has such a well-known record of 

I activity for pro-Communist front groups that not a 

single senator dared vote for his confirnation as U.S. 
; Representative to the United Nation in October, 1951, 

1 but President Truman -sent him on as an alternate. 

1 Jessup had been a Professor of International Law at 

Harvard, he was in 1919 assistant to Kuhn, Loeb 
lawyer Elihu Root at the Hague Court of International 
Justice, he was Herbert Lehman's Assistant Se- 
cretary-General in the United Nations Relief and 
' Rehabilitation Administration, whose deputy, Lauren- 
ce Dugrgan, died mysteriously. Jessup represented the 
United States at the Bre.tton Woods International 
Conference, and he was with Alger Hiss at San 
Francisco as Hiss' Assistant in Charge of Judicial 
Organization, that is, how to make the betrayal of 
America legal; 

Jessup was Chairman of the Pacific Council of 
the Institute of Pacific Relations, now exposed by a 
Senate Cohimittee as a Communist organization. The 
Intel-national Secretariat of the Institute published a 
book in 1950 entitled "Korea Today," by George Mc- 
Cune which says on page 180: 

'.'The Soviet civil adm.inistration kept well in the 



background and gave the Koreans ma.ximum ex- 
perience in self-government. Most observers agreed 
that the Soviet system quite readily adapted itself 
to the Korean scene, or at least that it was much 
more easily adopted by the Koreans than was the 
Western system sponsored by the American com- 
mand." 

This is typical of the Communist propaganda 
put out by the Institute. 

Philip C. Jessup is a member of the Stotesbury 
fapaily (Edward Stotsbury was a J. P. Morgan part- 
ner), he is a trustee of the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace of which Alger Hiss was Pre- 
sident, and his brother, John Jessup, is a wealthy 
banker. President of the Equitable Trust Co. of 
Wilmington, director of Coca-Cola of Atlanta and the 
Diamond State Telephone Co." (American Telephone 
&; Telegraph). 

This was the group which gathered at the. crisis. 
America was in good hands. They needed only to 
call Hiss from prison to make the fraternity meeting 
complete. 

Smith says that this group then conferred with 
Secretary of State Acheson by telephone at his farm 
in Maryland. Acheson, who had been law clerk 
for Supreme Court Justice Louis D. Brandeis when 
Brandeis was head of the Zionist Organization of 
America, qualified for the State Department by be- 
coming an international lawyer for J. P. Morgan Co. 

The next day, says Smith, a telegram same from 
John Foster Dulles, who had returned to Tokyo a 
few day earlier. The telegram said, "If it appears 
that the South Koreans cannot repulse the attack, 
then we believe that United States force should 
be used." This telegram makes certain Dulles' pro- 
secution as a war criminal. He had no official 
standing with the United States Government, and no 
one has ever explained the mysterious missions he 
made to Korea in May and June of 1950, nor why 
he should order American troops to die in Korea. It 
is noteworthy that whenever Dulles went to Japan 
or Korea, the Wall Street Journal noted that lagging 
Japanese bond issues being promoted on Wall Street 
by international Jewish bankers were disposed of 
at a good profit. Dulles is the senior partner of the 
international law firm of Sullivan and Cromwell, 
which represents these Jewish bankers. Dulles or- 
dered our soldiers into Korea to protect the mterests 
of the clients of Sullivan and Cromwell. 

There is a 736 page volume entitled The Story oi 
Panama. The U.S. House Hearings on Panama in 
1913, with hundreds of pages of documentation prov- 
ing Congressman Henry T. Rainey's charge thai 
William Nelson Cromwell, then Dulles' senior partner 
in Sullivans' & Cromwell, instigated and promoted 
the Panama Revolution for J. P. Morgan and J & W 
Seligman, international bankers, who received forty 
million dollars in gold from the U.S. Treasury for 
the Panama Canal, of which thirty-five million dollar 
was profit. President Theodore Roosevelt sued the 
New York World for libel for printing a few of the 
facts about himself and Cromwell, and the case was 
unanimously thrown out of court by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. „ ^, . 

Congressman Rainey called Cromwell the niost 
dangerous man in the United States, a title Which 
John Foster Dulles has inherited. The Houscj oo- 
tained a copy of Cromwell's brief which he sub- 
mitted to the New Panama Canal Co., detailing his 
activities. In it, on page 206, is this definition: 

"The law firm of Sullivan & Cromwell occupies a 
recognized position among the great legal corporations 
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of the Nation. In the course of a very active thirty 
years rthe firm of Sullivan & Cromwell has found 
Itself placed an intimate relations, susceptible of 
beujg used to advanatage with' men possessing in- 
fluence and power everywhere in the United States; 
they have also come to know, and be in a position 
to influence, a considerable number of public men 
m political life, m financial circles, and on the 
press." 

This is the firm of which John Foster Dulles is 
the senior partner. He married Janet Pomeroy Avery, 
of the Rockefeller family, whose interests are now tied 
up in the General Reinsurance Corporation. Federal 
law requires insurance companies to be reinsured, 
so these firms have access to all insurance business 
statistics and consequently the entire business acti- 
vity in America. They are headed by David Milton, 
who also married a Rockefeller, and EUery C. Hun- 
. tingrton, Chief 'of the Military Mission to Yugoslavia 
which betrayed Mihailovitch to. the Communist Tito. 
Huntington is a director of the Yugoslav-American 
Electric Co., which may explain why Hamilton Fish 
Armstrong, of the Council on Foreign Relations 
wrote a book favorable to Tito entitled "Tito and 
Goliath," Yugoslavia may be the site of the next 
; war. 

Dulles was secretary of Robert Lansing, our Se- 
cri^tary of State at the Versailles Peace Conference 
of 1919. Lansing was characterized by Rabbi Stephen 
' Wise, in his book "Challenging Yars" as an ardent 
syrnpathizer of the Zionist cause at the Conference. 
Thomas Lament, senior partner of J. P. Morgan Co., 
who with Albert Strauss of J & W Seligman pro- 
tected 'the interests of international bankers at the 
Conference, writes in his "Aovo'Sfi WorlJ Froni.srs," 
■ "All of us placed great reliance upon John Foster 
' Dulles." ^ 

: In "Ambassador William Dodd's Diary," Dodd, 

. U.S. Ambassador to Germany from 1933-1938, writes: 
'Dec. 4, 1933: John Foster DuUes, legal counsel 
, for associated American banks, called this afternoon 
i to give an account of claims. being urged on behalf 
. of bondholders against German cities and corporations, 
! more than a billion dollars. He seemed very clever 
. and resolute." 

"Jan. 24, 1936: John Foster Dulles, a New York 
j lawyer from Sullivan and Cromwell, reported his 

difficulties in financial matters here." 
' John Foster Dulles is a director of International 

' Nickel, American Banknote Co., and other corpo- 
rations. He has been widely publicized as the prota- 
gonist of the Bipartisan foreign policy of betraying 
'■ the United States, which was originated by the 
Rothschild policy group, the Council on Foreign Re- 
lations, of which he is on the executive committee. 
• His brother, Allen W. Dulles, also of Sullivan & Crom- 
well, is President of the Council on Foreign Relations. 
; Allan W. Dulles was also present at the Versailles 
j Peace Conference as legal adviser to the United 
> States, he was then Secretary in Charge of Near 
; Eastern Affairs (Palestine) at the State Department 
: until 1926, when he entered Sullivan & Cromwell. A 
i director of the international banking house of J. 
i Henry Schroeder & Co., he was head of the European 
, division of the office of Strategic Services during 
World War II. 

Another partner of Sullivan & Cromwell is Eusta- 
j ce Seligman, also a member of the Council on Foreign 
Relations, and a member of the international banking 
I family Seligman. His father, a famous gold standard 
! economist, was head of the Dept. of Economics at 
I Columbia University. Eustace Seligman is a director 
j of the billion dollar Marine Trust with the Lehman 
I brothers, which controls the vast Niagara Power Co. 
i properties. 

i To return to Beverly Smith, "The President 

i landed at Washington Sunday at 7:15. He was met 
; by Louis Johnson, then Secretary of Defense, and 
i Under Secretary of State James Webb." 

Louis Johnson, a corporation lawyer, was then 
i President of the General Dyestuff Corporation, a sub- 
■ sidiary of the 1. G. Farben branch in America, Gen- 
i eral Aniline and Film, of which he also was a di- 



national bankers Warburg, Paul Warburg of Kuhn, 
Loeb Co. and father of the Federal Reserve Act, set 
up the American branch as American I. G. Chemical, 
which later was changed to General Aniline and Film. 

James Webb qualified for the State Department 
as the former Assistant to Thomas A. Morgan of the 
international banking house of Lehman Brothers. 
Morgan was also President of Sperry Gyroscope and 
Chairman of the munitions firm of Vickers, in which 
the English Rothschilds own a large interest, so that 
Webb knew all about starting a war.

World Jewry Wants 



Wc are so close to the bloc-cl anci 
tcan; of the Second World War 
that no nurmal human boins desires 
to be n-!n;-Facrcd in a repetition of 
this calamity. It behooves us. then, • 
to examine the forces which are 
leading us into it. The a&encies 
which are creating a war fever in 
American and Russia are the daily 
press, the radio, television, and tlie 
movies. .Ail of tlicic agencies are 
complctel.v in Jewish hands.

• Rii.ssia has been prenarinsr for this 
calamity since 1917, when Commun- 
ist .Tews murdered the ruling class 
'< of Russia and subjected the Rus- 
I sian people to a reign of terror 
\ which still holds them in abject 
: submission. America was won much 
I more easily, by little more than her 
daily prc.-'s. No criticism or unfav- 
orable reference ,to the Jewish plan 
has been seen in a daily American 
newspaper since 1900. Consequently 
Lord Reading Chief of the British 
Mission to the United States dur- 
ing the First World War, was never 
referred to by his given name of 
Rufus Isaacs (the Isaacs family 
owned Marconi Wireless), nor was 
it pointed out to the American 
people that Sir William Wiseman, 
head of the British Secret Service in 
America at that time, was a part- 
ner of Kuhn, Loeb Co., the New 
York firm which financed Trotsky 
in the Communist Revolution of 
1917.

The- answer to this 
orohlcm is !hc totalitarianism of 
ihf<t Hebrew piiilo.<^ophy of govern- 
ment. Communism. 

U. S. Factories To Be Used 
Against Us 
The achievement of Communism 
in America can only be brought 
abcut by a Third World War, whicli 
it is now intended that America 
shall lose. Since the present "'Am- 
erican" government is at the top 
level entirely composed^ of various 
iawvers, investment counselors, etc., 
of the Jewish international bankers, 
tvpicallv. Dean Acheson, John Fos- 
ter Dulles. Robert Lovett, and Anna 
Rosenborg, tlie problem of betraying 
America to the Communist armies 
is a simple one. The present strip- 
ping of the American continent of 
its defensive forces is a logical ex- 
pression of this ideal.

How, then, one 
should inquire, can our big indus- 
trialists support the present • "Am- 
erican" government, if that govern- 
ment is dedicated to betraying our 
people? The answer to that is in the 
history of Germany. Although Ger- 
many lost the First World War, her 
big industrialists lost nothing, nor 
did the Jewish bankers who backed 
them lose" anything. It should be 1-e- 
membered that the firm of I. G. 
Farban, which has been a Warburg 
family enterprise from its incep- 
tion, has survived the Second World 
War and is now the most flourish- 
ing corporation in postwar Germany. 
When we lose the Third World War 
to the Zionist Communist govern- 
ment of Russia, does anyone ser- 
iously believe that such plants as 
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Studebaker, always controlled by 
the Lehman family of Bankers, would 
suffer? It is the political ambi- 
tions of the- great corporations 
which determine military strategy 
in our time, and if we notice in 
Poor's Directory of Directors that 
the partners of Lehman Brothers, 
Senator Herbert Lehman's family 
house, hold one hundred and seven- 
teen directoriships in the largest 
corporations in America, partner 
Thomas A. Morgan being the Chair- 
man of Sperry Gyroscope and Vick- 
ers as well as a dozen others, we 
can understand why General Lucius 
Clay was welcomed as a partner 
when he returned from Germany, 
and given the Presidency of Conti- 
nental Can Co., a firm in which 
Lehmans have never held less than 
three directorships at a time. 

The corporations controlled by 
.lev.-ish bankers have no nationalist 
loyalties. That is why we have the 
United Nations, and that is why we 
have a government which is devoted 
to betraying the American people 
into the hands of the Communists. 
I have stated many times that there 
is now and has never been but the 
one issue before the American 
people, whether we shall • be tree 
men or slaves, and it is the re.sponse 
of my people to this challenge 
which will determine the history, of 
the twentieth century ._

The alternate United States Repre- 
sentative to the United Nations Atomic 
Energy Commission in 1946 was John 
Hancock, partner of Lehman Brother.^, 
banker.'?, (Senator Herbert Lehman's 
firm). Chairman of Lever Brother.s, 
Jewel Tea Co.. American Export Air- 
line.<!. and dii-ector of forty-five corpora- 
lions. The United States Repre.sentative 
was Bernard Baruch, who control.^ 
General Electric Corporation. The 
atomic energy patents, developed by the 
United States Government at a cost 
of more than two billion dollars, have 
been turned over to General Electric. 

Henry L. Stimson, Roosevelt's Secre- 
tary of War, says in his autobiography, 
"On Active Duty in Peace and War," 
p. 612. — "Eor nearly four year* I was 
directly connected with all major de- 
cisions of policy on the development 
and use' of atomic energy, and from 
May 1, 1943, until my resignation as 
Secretary of War on September 21, 
1945. . I was directly responsible to the 
President for tl;o administration of the 
entire undertaking. At the same time 
1 was the President's senior adviser on 
the military employment of atomic 
energy. The atomic energy undertaking 
was not solely American. It was another 
and conspicuous example of co-opera- 
tion between the United States and 
ithe British Commonwealth, in this 
instance represented by Great Britain 
and Canada, the latter being a criti- 
cally important source of raw materials. 
In April I set up the Interim Committee 
which held discussions on the whole 
field of atomic energy. I was its chair- 
man, but the principal labour fell to 
George L. Harrison (Governor of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York), 
who acted as chairman in my absence. 
James P. Byrnes personal representa- 
tive of the President, {Byrnes was a 
Baruch lieutenant since the first World 
War), Ralph A. Bard; Under Secretary 
of the Navy. William L. Clayton, Under 
Secretary of State (former law clerk 
to Justice Brandeis, President of the 
Zionist Oisganizatiop of America), Dr. 
Vannevar Bush, Chairman of the, 
Carnegie Otostitution of Washington 



(controlled by J, P. RforS'an Co.), Dr. 
Karl .T. Compton and Dr. James B. 
Conant. The Interim Committee recom- 
mended on June 1, 1945 that the bomb 
should be used on Japan without any 
specific warning. The ultimate respon- 
sibilS^^y for the repommendation to 
President Truman rested upon me. The 
detailed plans were brought to me for 
approval. I approved four targets in- 
cluding the cities of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki." 

This chapter also appeared in Emy- 
n-'a Monthl}!, for February 194T. Stim- 
son was a law partner in the New York 
firm of Winthrop and Stim.'ion, law- 
yers for Kuhn, Loeb Co. .His law part- 
ner was Bronson Winthro|i. director of 
the International Acceptance Bank and 
the Bank of Manhattan, both enter- 
prises owned by the Warberg family 
of Kuhn, Loeb Co. 

Only one newspaperman was allowed 
to know about the atomic project. He 
was William L. Laurence, whose bio- 
graphy in. Who's Who in America for 
1951 is as follows: — 

"William L: Laurence, son of Lipman 
and Sarah (Preuss) Slew, born in 
Salantai. Lithuania. Graduate of Har- 
vard Law School. Selected by heads 
of the atomic bomb project to visit 
secret war plants and write series of 
reports following use of bomb again.<it 
Japanese from April to September, 
1945. Only journalist present at fir.st 
atomic test explosion' New Mexico, July 
16. 1945. With atomic bomb mission 
to Marianas Islands, August. 1945, flew 
with mission to Nagasaki, witne.ssed 
both atomic bomb explosions at Bikini, 
awai'ded Pulitzer prize for report on 
Nagasaki." 

William (Siew) Lawrence was the 
only journalist to be trusted with the 
secret of the atomic bomb from April 
to September of 1945. A Lithuanian 
Jew, his loyalty was pre.sumably gTcater 
than that of native Americans. 

The .first United States ' Atomic 
Energy Commi.'ssion was appointed by 
President Truman on October 28, 194G. 
Its Chairman was David Lilienthal. The 
other four members, were Dr. Robert 
F. Bacher. head phy.sicist at the Los 
■Alamos Bomb Project, Sumner T. Pike, 
Wall Street, stockbroker, Lewis L. 
Strauss of Kuhn, Loeb Co., and William

Flanked by four young fellows, Fleckenstein 
entered the Rathskeller of Cafe Rheinland, E. 86 
St., N. Y. and took seats in the Pastorius Assemb- 
ly. Fleckenstein claimed the group owed 
money to the Voters Alliance and he had a right 
to be present and settle the matter. 

Socha called the owner of the Cafe to remove 
the intruders but he failed to comply. Finally 
Fleckenstein left after it was agreed thai Socha's 
lawyer would decide the dispute. But even 
so, Fleckenstein threatened to returfi and break 
up their meetings unless he had his way. 

Mullins writes that "while everybody reaches

STAUNTON, Va. — The Kefauver hearings 
vainly attempted to conceal the J^^'ftwijlf J^Ji; 
trol of American, jDublic ut}lit|.es.j6j Jewish 
gangsters. In Washington, the Capital Tran- 
sit Company was purchased outright by the 
notorious Florida operator Louis Wolfson, 
whose name came up as the donor of a ?50,- 
000 gift to Governor Fuller Warren. Since 
Wolfson bought Capital Transit, in three 
years the Public Utilities Commission gi-anted 
three fare raises, with another one pending, 
while over 80 7' of the stock value has been 
returned in dividends. Service '.s now one of 
the poorest in the country, and goverament 
workers daily pay ti-ibuie to Jewish gang- 
sters as they ride to work. With an income 
of millions of dollars a day, these criminals 
have unlimited funds to bribe lawmakers and 
buy legitimate businesses. 

Ijiternational Jewish bankers have' long 
controlled our transit and electric systems. 
The Niagara Power Company, the largest 
such development, has always been the prop- 
erty of the Lehman-Schoellkopf families, 
through the billion-dollar holding company, 
the Marine Midland Trust, of which General 
Clay was made a director as reward for his 
persecution of the German people. Senator 
Herbert Lehman and his firm of Lehman 
Brothers control the rich industrial area of 
upstate New York through this company.

New York subways were financed by the 
House of Rothschild, through the official 
Rothschild representatives in America, Au- 
gust Belmont & Co. August Belmont 
(Schoenberg) was president of the Indepen- 
dent Subway, his son August Belmont Jr., was 
vice-president.

STAUNTON, Va. The First World War for 
Zionism saw the Rothschild power arise to new 
heights.

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Black Pap^r on Korea

■ WASHINGTON — Beverly Smith, Wash- 
-^ington editor of the Saturday Evening POST, 
publishes in itS' issue of November 19, 1951 
what we may take as the official propaganda 
version of "Why We Went To War In Korea." 
Oddly enough, Beverly Smith has the same 
educational background as Alger Hiss, an 
A.B. degree from Johns Hopkins University 
and a law degree from Harvard Law School. 
Smith has the further advantage of being a 
Rhodes Scholar (Cecil Rhodes' South African 
Empire was financed by the English Roth- 
schilds, and in gratitude he set up his fortune 
to educate Americans in the Zionist plan of 
world empire). As a Rhodes Scholar, Bev- 
erly Smith became an adept at the art of be- 
traying America, and became a Wall Street 
lawyer with the fim of Shadbourne, Hunt, 
Jaeckel, and Brown, representing some of the 
more notorious international bankers. With 
his education, however, he decided to employ 
his talents as a professional propagandist,- 
and became a foreign correspondent for the 
New York HERALD-TRIBUNE, noted for the 
number of Communist sympathizers in its 
employ. 

Smith's account of our commitment to 
Korea does give the names of the U..S. Gov- 
ernment officials involved, but he fails to 
give their background, an omission which we 
wish to correct here. 

Our Ambassador to Korea preceding and 
during the outbreak of war was John Muccio, 
an alien born in Italy who became a natural- 
ized American citizen when he was well past 
his maturity. According to Smith, on June 
24th, 1950, Muccio wired the U. S. State De- 
partment of the crisis, and the offipials di- 
rectly concerned assembled to discuss the 
moves of the United States. They were Dean 
Rusk, the Assistant Secretary for Far Eastern 
Affairs, John Dewey Hiekerson, the Assistant 
Secretary for United Nations Affairs, and 
Philip C. Jessup, our Ambassador-at-large. 



-Rhodes Scholar Dean Rusk had been in 
charge of United Nations Affairs in the State 
Department until the matter .of setting up the 
Korean War demanded a good man, when he 
was put in charge of Far Eastern Affairs. 
John Dewey Hiekerson had been a member 
of the infamous United States Delegation to 
the United* Nations at San Francisco in 1945. 
The Secretary General of that Delegation, 
the Communist spy and traitor Alger Hiss, is 
now in prison.

that the Depression of 1929-1933 was planned at 
this meeting.

STAUNTON, Va.-Of President Truman's de- 
cision to commit American troops to Korea, 
Smith writes, "Practically every major news- 
paper in the country approved, with the ex- 
ception of the Chicago TRIBUNE and its affi- 
liate, the Washington TIMES-HERALD.

All this may seem to have no connection with the Nuremberg 
Trial, whereas it is in fact the prelude to it. The Nazis were indicted 
in a general way for being Nazis. One might just as well indict 
Communist's for being Communists or Liberals for being Liberals. 
The proof that the Nazis were indicted on political grounds is that 
all their leaders when caught at the close of the war, were imprison- 
ed and charged with various undefined crimes. I^his was the fir^t 
negation of justice and the first plain evidence of purely political 
vengeance.. In order to conceal this vengeance against a defeated 
and helpless foe, the Allied powers began to search out and piece 
together every scrap of evidence they could find or manufacture, 
by fair means or foul, to show that these Nazi leaders had plotted 
war, had committed' -war-crimes and crimes against humanity. 

Our study of the whole history of these pre-war years and of the 
methods by which the war was conducted, on both sides and of the 
•atal and malevolent Allied policy of "unconditional surrender" has 
shown clearly to an unprejudiced enquirer that to. make war a crime 
only for Germany but not for the Allies; that any war by Germany 
was an "aggressive" war, but by any of the Allies— by Hussia for 
example — was never an "aggressive" one. It shows that "crimes ag- 
ainst humanity" are nearly inevitable in a modem war, especially 
when one side is doomed beforehand to destruction by the policy of 
unconditional surrender, and it shows that these crimes, if the word 
is persisted in, were committted by Germany under the acutest prov- 
ocation, yhile by the Allies with no such provocation, and in fact 
in the hour of triumph. , ' . 

It can hardly be niaintainted, for example, that the Allies had 
great provocation when they bombed, Dresden with such murderous 
results or wiped out Hiroshima and Nagasaki with a weapon of vn- 
speakahle horror and cruelty.- On the other hand it. was tremendous 
provocation for Germany to find, while she was fighting to the death 
for her very existence against vastly superior odds, that multitudes 
of Jews and other underhand agents were trying hard to ruin her 
from within.. One can understand exereme harshness .beiiig used 
against these implacable and traitorous saboteurs, nor. can- anyone 
doubt that they would have fared as ill in Britain if we, in equal 
extremitiesiJiiiBit&d to cope with tbem.

POLICE STATE TERROR ON LINCOLN AVENUE 

When writer and pufelicist, Eustace MuUins announced that he was ^vriting 
a biography of his friend, the stornny poet Ezra Pound, F. B. T. agents 
called him and ^warned him to say nothing against the P". B. I. in the book. 
Mullins, 36, of 2239. North Lincoln Avenue,,, Chicago, .fornnejr public 
relations counselor for the Chicago Motor Club, replied that he would 
relate in the Pound biography the story of the F, B, I. agents who called 
on him in Washington ten years ago, and denaanded that he stop lobbying 
Congressinen to help Ezra PoUnd. Mullins had been trying to interest 
political leaders in the plight of the poet, then held as a political 
prisoner in St, Elizabeth's, Washington, I>, C. , Pound ■was released 
in 1958, 

Mvillins also said he would relate in the book that man^ of Pound's 
visitors were intimidated by the P.B.I. As a result, P.B. 1. agents 
listed Mullins as a "recalcitrant, " w^ho would not cooperate. Tfiey 
began a 24-hour surveillance of his apartment -which has now lasted tw^o 
years. Agents often park in the alley behind the apartment house, and 
frequently interrogate his neighbors. Several of the neighbors moved after 
agents told them that Mullins kept large quantities of dynan:iite in his 
apartmen.t, and that the entire building might go up at any time. The 
janitor is terrified, and Mtollins* landlord threatens to cancel his lease. 

Mullins says he is fed up with living under these siege conditions. He 
had his phone disconnected a year ago, he says, because "I aixi shy about 
speaking before large audiences. '• He does not ans-wer his door bell, 
and his mail is frequently torn open, arriving several days late. 

This summer, awhile Mullins was visiting in Michigan, he allo-wed an elderly 
couple to use his Chicago apartnment. Two carloads of P. B. I. agents siir-' 
rounded them in the alley, and took their car keys. The terrorized couple 
drove back to Michigan by jump -starting the car. (Affidavits on request, > 

'•Hundreds of people are living under these siege conditions in Aixierica, " 
says Mullins, ''just because they have been unfortunate enough to offend 
some connimissar in Washington. " He points out that J. Edgar Hoover has 
the only private army in the United States, and that he can send 50 or 100 
armed men after anyj individual at any tixne. Hoover may be prey to ihcreas~ 
^ng depression as he considers ho^v every secret police chief in the 
t^^t^^^eth century has died by violence. 

Hc^pyerls vast personal power has; been built omthe myth of his fight 
agai^nst Cpmmunist subversion, says Mullins, but .the achievements of the 
P, B^vlt %'^ *W^ field have largely been due to press agents, and consist of 
victories against old-maid school teachers and librarians. Not one member 
of the Soviet Fourth Bureau, the best-trained espionage group in the ivorld 
hp.s .^yer been apprehended in the United States, although it is kno\wn that they 
o;peK'a.te Ij^re^ The arrest of Col. Abel w^as hailed as a great victory, but 
he "Wfa^: an incompetent agent in semi -exile, ■w^hom the Soviets exposed to 
get rid of him. 

Mullins asks that the F. B. I. be abolished, and" its files turned over to the 
Pentagon. "The struggle against Communist subversion is essentially a 
. ■iti£ll%a.ry"''S'ne~, " fefe says. Mo group sfiould ever be allowed to, operate in . 
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America with the kind of immunity from all moral and political laws >vhich 
has been granted to the F". B. I. , he points ont. No. F, B. I, agent has ever 
been dismissed for in-imorality, but no one who has seen them in action 
could believe that they are free from the corruption -which infests other 
Federal bureaus. The arrogance and un-Ancierican activities of the F. B. I, 
have come under heavy fire from many Annerican businessmen, educators 
and religious leaders. Banker Cyrus Eaton has denounced their vicious 
actions. 

Meanwhile, Mullins continues to live under constant harassment. "I have 
gotten used to it, " he says., "but the terrorizing^of my neighbor.s. and .my 
relatives is painful to nme. "

administrative -delay at the- concltision of investigation has been experienced 
in this case, inasmuch as approximately f if tgr articles authored by the subj'eojt' 
had to be photostated at Hew Z.ork for transmittal to the Bureau. 

The above mentioned articles were received from the Antl-Defaniation 
League' of B'Hte,i B'Rith,. located in Hew lorlcj said organiaation maintaining 
files on individuals who author anti-semetic literature. The specific request 
of the Bureau in this case was that the HZO should determine where, the subject 
obtained a copy of the speech allegedly delivered by RiBBI EMAHtlEl, RABIHOyiOfl, 
before &- meeting of the Emergency Council of European Rabbis in Budapestj; 
Hungary, on 1/12/52. MR. SIDNEI ROSE, Director, Eastern Regional Fact Finding 
Gomiaittee, B'Hai B'Rith, New Zork, has. advised that he has do^e considerable: 
research on this RABIHOVIGfl speech and it is his personal, unofficial opinion, 
that there never was such a speech delivered in Budapest on I/I2/52, but rather, 
the subject wrote the speech himself to use it as material in furtherance of 
his own aims. 

It is the opinion of the NZO, after a review of the articles written 
by the subject, that there is no violation in this case over which th6 Bureau has 
jurisdjLctlon, nor would this material be of interest to other gbvemraent agencies* 
It appears that the subject' is an avid anti-sera^tic individual; beyond that, aa 
evaluation is difficult to make. 

As an enclosure to instant letter, six pages are attached of photostats 
of th§ B'Hai B'Rith indicies cards. These pages represent thumb-nail sketches 
of the articles written by the subject, and of information about him. Where it 
states " See anti-lit file"^ that is the material presently being photostated 
at Hew lork.

//"Successive waves of cheap labor came from Europe.

This strange alliance achieved 
its first great political victory in 1912 with the election 
of Woodrow Wilson, a misguided idealist who hailed the Russian 
Communist Revolution of 1916 as a 'victory for democracy over 
the forces of despotism' Wilson set the nation on a suicidal 
foreign policy caused by the racial schism of its people. This 
policy aimed to end all racial injustice, atone for the ,sins of 
British imperialism, reprimand French imperialism, stop German 
imperialism and set up a world wide protectorate for the 
colored peoples. 

"The North European Americans had no idea what this j 
policy intended, and were too busy and pj«osperous to care Jf The. f 
nation gained in wealth and power by entering the First World ) 
War. A few years later the Crash of 1929 wiped out the fortunes.j 
andproperty of more than half of the North European Americans . .' ! 
The stage was set for the Roosevelt regime, which was to set 
up tbe rule of the darker citizens over the impoverished and 
dispirited white Americans, a rule carried on by the Truman 
and Eisenhower directorates. 

"Our, entry into the Second World War was intended to 
stop 'racist' Germany, as though every group in the world was 
not 'racist' and interested in its self-aggrandizement. In 
1945, a victorious United States reaffirmed its role as the 
protector of the colored world. But Soviet Russia also 
claimed to be the protector of the colored world, and pointed 
out that white Araericansrefused to intermarry with the darker 
citizens.

; ization campaign. The government continued legal action against 
• the last privacies of white citizens, all though no action was 
taken against Negro, Jewish or other group institutions. 

/ "Yet at the very moment that white Americans were 
' being forced to racially amalgamate, their technical skills were 
. in greater demand than ever before.' Guided missiles were being 
developed by imported German scientists because impoverished 
white Americans Were working as manual laborers, unable to 
educate their children in technical schools. But the shortage 
of engineers was laid to the fact that we had not availed 
ourselves of our fine negro talents; a people who squatted in 
dusty jungle kraals for 20, 000. years without the least improve- 
ment in their condition was now declared the rightful heirs of 
the American technology J Our universities voce flooded with 
colored studdnts, their tuition paid by government grants and 
'racist* foundations for colored only. The white Americans 
who could have salvaged our declining technology continued as 
manual laborers. 

"All of this was inevitable. The American of North 
European descent, although realizing that he possessed superior 
skills, bore no ill will towards the darker citizens. But the 
colored man could not see a white man without hating him, for 
the white face reminded the colored man that he was dark. 
Either the colored man must become lighter or the white man

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darker. No other remedy would pacify him. Anyone who has- 
seen the advertisements for 'skin whiteners' in the negro press 
knows how basic this drive is among the dark people. The 
pivotal negro vote caused the white man to be legislated out 
of existence in the nation which he had created, and the

injustice of this development. We only evaluate the facts.

Will, and forcing him to intermarry with the colored, the 
nation was condemned to go the way of other great worldpowers, 
India, Egypt, Greece and Rome," whose white leadership vanished . - 
in interma-rriage with darker peoples. 

"The passing of a great nation from the stage of 
world history is neither an occasion for sadness or rejoicing. 
It is simply an historical event. The process was bound to be 
much more rapid in the United States because of the pace of 
modern life and the tremendous pressure behind the dark peoples' 
will to intermarry with the whites. At the same time, Soviet 
Russia's white managerial elite, showing no intention of 
intermarrying with darker peoples, continued to specialize. 
Selective breeding became a state policy, and thus Russia 
secured the future forherself, for the future was long since 
known to belong to that nation which could produce the highest 
type of technological elite. 

At this late stage, M&N Associates was asked to ascer- 
tain whether the colored citizens could be restrained in their 
aggression against white Americans.

MDLLINS was 
contacted at 9:25 a.m. as he was returning to his

to enter the Bureau car to discuss a matter of 
interest to the FBI, and after hesitating consented 
to -be interviewed. 

MULLINS appeared somewhat upset when ac- 
costed by the agents, and during the initial stages 
of the interview appeared nervous. 

It was explained to l-IULLINS at the outset 
of the interview that ,the agents were aware of the 
low esteem he held for the FBI as evidenced by 
critical remarks and writings,' which have been at- 
tributed to him. I4ULLINS stated that his principal 
complaint against the FBI was the "harassment" that 
organization had subjected him to during the past 
two years. 

MULLINS was firmly advised that the FBI 
.harassed no one, and he was requested to furnish 
instances in which the FBI had "harassed" him. He 
thereupon mentioned that last summer the FBI came 
to his cottage, where he was staying in Michigan 
and ^interviewed him for no apparent reason. He was 
advised that that interview was necessary because 
of the extremely serious -allegations he had made 
concerning Mr. HOOVER and the FBI, and due to the' " 
serious nature of those allegations, it was entirely 
fitting and proper that he be interviewed concern- 
ing them. He was told that when such allegations

MULLIirs also alleged that the FBI *ras working 
for the Antl-Defamat.ion League. He was told that such 
an allegation was .utterly absurd and that a man with his 
educational- background should certainly be aware that 
the FBI has certain duties Imposed by law and la the 
investigative branch of the Department of Justice, and works 
for no one but that department. 

MOLLINS* attention was called to recent allega- 
tions in which he has referred to the FBI as having sent 
numerous mulatto agents into the South; as using "police 
state methods* of being soft towards Communism^ and 
making- other scurrilous' remarks concerning the FBI and 
its director. The interviewing agents advised MULLIIfS 
that they were at a complete loss to understand why a 
person with his educational background could make such 
obviously ridiculous and fantastic fabrications. MULLINS 
refused to comment on the latter remarks. 

It was also pointed out to MULLINS that he had 
alleged that the FBI had "tapped" his telephone, and that 
as a result he, had to have it disconnected. He was force- 
fully told that the FBI had never "tapped" his telephone 
and that he as well as the interviewing agents, knew per- 
fectly well why his telephone was taken out. It Is noted 
that MULLINS* phone was disconnected on January of 1959 
for nonpayment of the bill. 
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MDLLIIfS* attention was also directed to the 
fact that h© had referred-. to agents who had previously 
interviewed him as "niggers", and ha was asked if he 
inteaded .to irefer to the present interviewing agents 
in that re'gard. He declined to- comment. 

■j MDliLIlfS,- was extremely .docile during the 

'int.ervie,w, and. at no' time attempted -to contradict what 
the. agents h*'d'told him.
